Letter from Washington. 

Organization or the House— The Vote 
for Speaker— Bully for Kentucky— 
Smith, Clay, Anderson and Randall— 
Kentucky Platform. 

[Correspondence of the Louisville Democrat.] 
Washington, Dec. 8, 18G3. 
Meters. Editor*: The telegraph has, before 
this, apprised you of the meeting and organ- 
ization of the House, by the election of 
Schuyler Colfax, of Indiana, as Speaker. Con- 
siderable excitement prevailed in the city be- 
fore the meeting of the House, caused by the 
rumor that the Democrats, through non. E. 
Etheridge, Clerk of the Thirty-seventh Con- 
gress, would be enabled to elect a Democratic 
•Speaker. This vras to be effected by a rule of 
the Clerk, that he would only recognize such 
members whOB? credentials should show, In 
the language of the act of Congress approved 
March 3d, 1863, “that they wage regularly 
elected in accordance with the laws of their 
8tates respectively and of the United States.” 
Long before the hour of twelve o’clock arrived, 
the galleries were crowded with ladies and 
gentlemen, who looked on at the scene below: 
of the members greeting each other and intro- 
ducing the newly-elected savans, many of 
whom are representatives for the first time, 
and, if they get their deserts, for the last time 
also. When the hour arrived, the Clerk called 
the House to order, and proceeded to call 
the roll, leaving out the names of all 
such members as came within the opera- 
tion of his rule. The fight commenced 
by the Republicans bringing up the question 
upon the admission of the Maryland delega- 



proprlatior, and thus make the navigation 
entirely free, except for such small sums as 
might be necessary to keep the works in or- 
der.

|37~If men were not short-sighted, some 
important events would not occur. If the 
North had foreseen that this rebellion would 
occur, and all this sacrifice would have to be 
made upon the succesa of a sectional candi- 
date, be would not have succeeded.

To our mind, nothing conld exceed the 
folly and absurdity of this rebellion. It put 
iu imminent peril all it was intended to save, 
rather all the leaders professed a desire to 
save. On the other hand, the Government 
has undertaken a job of which all white men 
will tire sooner or later— the job of taking the 
care and superintendence of three millions of 
slaves. 

They must guide, restrain and compensate. 
They promise freedom; bat instead of that 
bestow guidance and restraint. They will tire 
and break down under this task, and end in 
being thankful if the States will lake the jcb 
off the hands of the Federal Government, and 
the States in turn will 6huffi:itoff on indi- 
viduals. 

Nobody can convince these radicals -of the 
magnitude of the job they arc anxious to take 
on their hands. They will only learn by ex- 
perience, and will hardly trust their own ex- 
perience. 

The restoration of the Union by suppressing 
the rebellion is a hard task, but it is magni- 
fied ten-fold by the way it 1 b attempted to be 
done. If tire North could look into the fu- 
ture but a little, this negro policy tgpuld be 
dropt now. 

It would be wise in the rebels to quit now 
ou the easiest terms they could get; and it 
would be wise in the Government to give them 
the easiest term 1 . 

But neither will do any such thing — not 
they. The last dollar! the last man! the last 
ditch! and all other last things, are the order 
of the day.

For example, it is clear that in any event 
some prisoners, white or black, muBt be left 
to the last. All cannot be exchanged at once. 
By stopping the exchange now, it is made to 
appear that the black?, especially, are not to. 
be reserved to the las’

Generals Graat and Thomas. 

If I had not before seen General Grant, it is 
not probable that I would bave singled him 
out from the hundred others ou the ground 
as the man whom the country recog- z t> as 
having done most, and of whom so much is 
expected, to crush the rebellion by bard blows 
and tbe exercise of those qualities whicn enter 
into a character of true greatness. Enveloped 
in a rather hogs military co*»; wearing a 
slouching hat, which seemed to have a predis- 
position to turn up before and down b hind*, 
with a gait slightly limping from a recent ac- 
cident; giving bis orders, speaking but little, 
in a low tone, and with an accent which par- 
took of the slight nervousness, hatensLy of 
feeding, yet perfect self-command seen in all 
his movements, I thought at tbe time 
that General Grant might be described 
best as a little, old man wbc — vet not 
really old — with a keen eye, who d’d not 
intend that anything should escape his ob- 
servation. General Grant his been described 
when directing operitior.3 against tbe enemy, 
but I do not think I would bave recrgulz.-d 
him to-day from having read those descrip- 
tion a. At present he ia not in his usual physi- 
cal condition, his recent illness, added to bis 
arduous labors, having mide him lean in 
fl sh, and given a sharpness to his features 
which , I am told, he did not formerly have. 
Those feature?, however, go fir to define the 
man of will and sell-control that he is. At 
the critical mnraent of the day’s operations, 
the muscles seemed to gather, tighter and 
harder over his slightly projecting chin, which 
seems to have an involuntary way of working 
aud the lips to contract. There is in what he 
does or says nofhicg that has the slight ap- 
proach to ostentation or show; bat the palpa- 
ble evidence of a plain man of sense, will, and 
purpose, who has little idea that more eyes 
are turned on him than on any oth dr man on 
the continent. 

General Thomas is a man in striking con- 
trast with Grant in his personal appearance. 
His shortest measurement must exceed fix 
feet two, and of him it can truly be arid that 
he is “well proportioned.” He looks the sol- 
dier above most men I bave seen. There is iu 
bis organizition physical and intellec'ual har- 
mony, and a certain ponderosity which cannot 
tail to impress you. I can well see how hia 
presence must inspire confidence in him ou 
the port of the men, when handled by him in 
battle. I cm understand, too, how he is the 
man to place his back to the wall on the monu- 
tain side, and bid de fiir ce to his enemy, tu«ugh 
twice bis numbers. Among a thousand other 
men, I think General Thomas would readily be 
singled out for tbe man to doth it sort of 
thing — a min who, though not brill ten'. Is sore, 
and the man for his present position. 



as it is stopped on their 
account. The avowed object is to put them 
on au equality; the effect seems to be to force 
the rebels to place them in a superior position. 

We have repeatedly expressed our decided 
opinion upon the barbarity of enlisting ne- 
groes In tbe war at ail, af well as its being 
wroeg in policy. We bave pointed out , as the 
inevitable result of such a course, that the 
rebels would not recognize them as properly 
soldiers in the field, and would reduce them 
to the cond tion in which they were before 
they escaped into the Federal lines. The 
laws of tbe Southern States, just as the laws 
of Kentucky, would only regard them as fugi- 
tive slaves, to be claimed by their owners or 
resold into bondage. 

The Enquirer, in discussing this question, 
cmdidly admits that “the color of a soldier 
docs not place him beyond the pale of civil- 
ized warfare, 
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and Smith, who were all elected anil voted for 
by the Union Democracy of Kentfick}? Did 
this party send them to Congress over Men 
z es, Buckner, Bjyle, Ac., to join hand in 
hand with the men and party of the North 
whom we have been fighting for years? It is 
peculiarly unfortunate for the pariy in Ken- 
tucky, and for Kentucky herself, that our 
Representatives iu Congress should bave di 
vided at this pecnliar juncture of our national 
affairs. There was no occasion for it. They 
all profess to stand npon tbe same platform of 
principles, and so does tbe Bramlette party of 
Kentucky; but how is it possible to reconcile 
this action of onr Representatives with the 
platform of principles upon which they were 
elected ! Oar Legislature will now divide in 
the same way. Then the Union party will 
again divide and subdivide, and away we go. 

CONTESTED ELECTIONS. 

There are some twelve or fifteen contested 
elections in this present Congress, presenting 
a variety of questions— mo3t of them, how- 
ever. originating from military interference at 
the polls — of watch one from Kentucky, be- 
tween Yeaman and McHenry, will show tbe 
manner iu which the election in Kentucky 
was carried, aud it will place our Bramlette 
friends frankly in a very peculiar and delicate 
sitnatioo. It was sprung here to-day — several 
of our Kentucky delegation dodged the vote 
on tbe Maryland election. They bad hither to 
vote against the Democrats, or to indorse the 
principle of military elections, neither of 
which they wanted to do. Mr. Yeaman' 
excused bimself by saying that bis seat was 
contested, aud be asked to be excused from 
voting, and tbe House excused him. 

In these contested electious the Republi- 
cans and radicals will vote regardless of all 
rules for the man who has the most violent 
case ot ’-nigger on the brain,” bat as both Mr. 
Yeaman and Mr. McHenry stand with the 
Democrats, their case will b. ing up tbe square 
Constitutional question, its legality, and Us 
t fleet npon future political action in Ken- 
tucky.

‘•The ju* posttvninii was a fiction of the Ro- 
man Law, by which persons or things taken 
from tbe enemy were held to be restored te 
their former state when coming under the 
power of the nation to which they formerly 
belonged. It was applied to free persons, or 
slaves returning postliminii." 

Here, then, is the law of nations under 
which the right to return a slave to his mas- 
ter is plainly and fully laid down, and upon 
this, and also npon the right to punish him 
for being found in the ranks of the enemy, 
the Confederate authorities will stand, and 
from which they will not depart. 

It the enemy suppose they can prevent its 
full and complete exercise by refusing to ex- 
change prisoners, they must try the experi- 
ment, and Bee what wisdom it will teach 
them.

Civilized Barbarity. 



-The case between 
Euglaud and Japan is briefly thus stated by 
the London Saturday Review: 

Lord John Russell required the Japanese 
Government to pay £100,000 as a penalty for 
the murder of Mr. Richardson, and he also in- 
sisted on the punishment of th4 Daimio. 
Prince of Saisuma, who had protected the 
criminals. The Tycoon and his advisers 
apologized and paid the £100,000; but the 
Prince of Saisuma, who appears scarcely to 
acknowledge the authority of the central Gov- 
ernment, abstained from offering any satisfac- 
tion. 'Admiral Kuper, consequently, at the re- 
quest of Colontl Neale, proceeded to the Dai- 
rnio’s residence at K-igosiina, and, after some 
faiile attempts al negotiation, seized three 
steamers which were lyii g in the pc-rt. The 
Japanese batteries then opeced on the tquad- 
roo, and Admiral Kuper was forced to buro 
his prizes; baths finally silenced the forts and 
set a part of the towu on fire. As he had no 
land force at his disposal, he was unable to 
adopt further measures of coercion, and be 
was compelled by a gale to leave the port be- 
fore he had entirely destroyed the defenses of 
the -town. 

Such is the way a Christian nation makes 
war upon an oriental people. Without evert- 
ing a British fleet opened its batteries upon a 
city of 150,000 inhabitants, of whom, in the 
natural order of humanity, more than onehalf 
were helpleess children, the sick, and feeble 
age. By what principle ia i( that A Christian 
nation absolves itself from all the laws of 
morality and humanity in dealing with a peo- 
ple of a different religion ? Why should our 
arrogant classification of other peoples as Dot 
civilized excuse barbarity in a civilized peo- 
ple ?

Moreover, he has never complained that 
the Government did not furnish him all the 
means and assistance in its power to facilitate 
the execution of any plan he saw lie to 
adopt. 

The General suggest* that ai the rebel armv 
lives upon the country through which it pass- 
es that the Federals do the same, as it facili- 
tate* rapidity of movement; aud our comm 'ri- 
ders in the rebel States hardly ever find sup 
plies, and in the border Statas it is difficult to 
distinguish between loyal lriends and eue- 
mies. 

In regard to sutlers he says that the ent’re 
abohtiou of that system would riu the army o< 
the Incumb irancc of sutlers’ wagons on the 
march, and nuisance of sutlers’ stalls acd 
booths in camps.

9 :veral reformations in relation to the orgau 
ization ot regiments, brigades aud corps. He 
claims tbe cartel for tbe exchange of prisoners 
has been violated iu relation to colored sol- 
diers. 

New- YonK, December 12. 

By the arrival of the Fulton from Port Roy- 
*1 we learn the loss o: tbe Monitor Wtbawkec, 
which sunk at anchor, inside tf Charleston 
bar, on Sunday last. Four engineers aud 
twenty-s x ol the crew were drowned.
